The 
women wanted Dukakis veto bill 
his desk that would increase the legal 
penalties for prostitution. The measure 
sponsored Dorchester state Rep- 
resentative Paul White, chairman the 
House Committee Criminal Justice 
would distinguish prostitution from the

When comes religious 
law, prefer substitute the word 
tradition, but either way, remember that 
most laws and many traditions were 
created those with power other 
words, the guys who owned the chisels 
for the tablets the quills for the scrolls. 
So, centuries ago, bunch learned 
men varying religious persuasions 
wrote down the law wrote down 
law certain precepts that seemed make 
some sense the time. 

Some still make sense. unto others 
still one favorites. “Thou 
shalt not kill” reasonable piece 
instruction. But where set stone 
that the female the species not equal 
the eyes God? And such ideas are 
set stone script, certain rabbis, 
priests, and mullahs insist, then why not 
amend the laws? 

Why not? tell you why not. Because 
religious laws, like civil laws, are the 
luxuries those who not lust share 
centuries accumulated power. This 
why not. Democracies have tried 
extend the law protect the powerless, 
but this relatively new development 
the history humankind. 

Catholic prelates extraordinary 
lengths rationalize the inane law that 
bans women from the priesthood. They 
say that woman are special God’s eyes, 


that women have all kinds beatific, 
useful roles, and that nobody should 


infer from stand against 


women priests that the Church regards 
women inferior. 

didn’t say that. still too 
polite lace into somebody 
religion. take the rabbis, but 
not too comfortable taking the 
Vatican its rank and file.

And the Society for Preservation New 
England Antiquities selling off many 
its properties. 

own field, history, considered 
one the city’s great attractions, but 
where our major museum tell that 
history? Cities such Boise, Idaho, and 
Portland, Oregon, 
museums which nothing Boston can 
compare. Our Freedom Trail, which 
draws hundreds thousands visitors 
annually, sorry state just try 
follow the red line places; the sites 
along it, bereft local support, have 
turned Washington for fiscal lifelines. 

Our symphony, opera, and art mu- 
seum are wonderful assets our city, but 
fear they are esteemed more for their 
social prestige than for the arts they offer.

Such fears are more than 
understandable, course, and there 
cause for serious concern here. State,

expect 0.74 cases kidney cancer per 
year.

rank Baird was student MIT 
when first began working with 

hot mercury. had student job 
the MIT laboratory the late ‘60s; 
paid $1.97 hour. supervisors 
told him that mercury was poisonous. 
eat any, they said. But says they 
tell him that breathing the 
mercury vapors could also poison him. 
After four months the job, started 
exhibit symptoms tremors and 
confusion that now knows are 
associated with mercury poisoning. But 
the mercury Baird worked with came 
unmarked glass bottles. There were 
warning labels. There was law 
requiring employers tell their workers 
about the dangers the materials they 
were using. There still any such law. 
“No one bothered tell that might 
have been poisoned,” Baird said recently. 


“If known what the symptoms 
were, could have taken medicine 
clear the mercury out system and 
saved myself years pain.” Today, 
Baird permanently disabled. still 
shakes noticeably. had high

couldn’t even read write. maintained 
sanity carefully not thinking about 
handicap and how acquired it. That 
makes talking about difficult.” 

April, 1980, two railroad cars 
collided Somerville, spilling 
phosphorous trichloride over the ground.

1971 until its bankruptcy, 1977, 
the Silresim Chemical Corporation 
operated waste-storage facility 
Lowell; the company repeated- 
disposed wastes the site 
direct violation its state 
waste-storage license. early 
1973, Silresim workers reported 
difficulty breathing when they 
walked near the plant. Workers 
and residents also reported that 
the soles their shoes and their 
car tires were being eaten away. 
1980, clean-up crews dis- 
covered 2000 55-gallon drums 
filled with polychlorinated 
biphenyls (PCB, 
carcinogen) that had been illegal- 
dumped the waste storage 
site. The drums were unlabeled. 

According the American 
Cancer Society, Massachusetts 
ranks fifth the nation for 
deaths caused cancer.

McCarthy suggests that 
Massachusetts wait until the Oc- 
cupational Health and Safety 
Administration (OSHA) adopts 
federal standards, which date 
have been nine years the 
McCarthy, 
the proposed OSHA regulations 
are “quite comprehensive and ex- 
haustively, scientifically evaluated.” 
But proponents the Massachu- 
setts bill call the OSHA regulations 
“the right know nothing.” The 
problem with the proposed OS- 
regulations that they will 
essentially voluntary. Under 
those regulations, the chemical 
companies and manufacturers 
would essentially decide which 
substances should 
And the proposed regulations 
exempt construction, maritime, 
and agricultural companies, 
well drugs, cosmetics, tobacco 
products, and chemicals used 
research laboratories. Nor the 
regulations say anything about 
extending the right know 
community residents public 
employees. 

Industry representatives con- 
tend that, even the legislature 
passes the right-to-know bill, the 
federal OSHA 
supersede when they take 
effect. That, however, remains 
determined, most likely 
the courts.

First the belief that humans 
may inflict pain and suffering 
lower orders life because they 
(the animals) not feel things 
humans do. Second the belief 
that their interests are necessarily 
subordinate ours. Last month, 
BBC Horizon series lecture, 
Professor Peter Singer, head 
the philosophy department 
Monash University, Australia, 
and the man who coined the term 
“speciesism,” described such 
logic the ultimate arrogance.

their book The Jewish Woman 
America (N.A.L., 1975), Charlotte Baum, 
Paula Hyman, and Sonya Michel docu- 
ment the 20th-century development and 
decline the status Jewish women 
literature and other expressions the 
popular imagination.

Faster than speeding QWERTY 


The Dvorak keyboard helps get typists out jams

the earliest typewriters, 
which resembled giant pin 
cushion, would print capital let- 
ters only. Another looked like the 
innards child’s piano. Several 
printed the bottom the cylinder that 
positions the paper, arrangement that 
meant the typist had lift the carriage 


see what (and first, was generally 


he) had just typed. 

The first decent typewriter wasn’t 
patented America until 1868, and even 
that one had wooden type bars that 
depended gravity, and not springs, 
pull the keys back into place. The 
damned thing was forever jamming. One 
its inventors found solution, though. 

Christopher Sholes who had built 
the contraption with help from fellow 
Milwaukeeans Samuel Soulé and Carlos 
Glidden arranged letter, punctuation, 
and function keys make typing slow 
possible reduce the jamming. 
1873 had evolved the QWERTY key- 
board, named for the first six letters 
the top row letter keys. worked 
perfectly: was slow and awkward 
usé. And course, it’s the keyboard still 
used today. 

Everything else about typing has 
improved. Modern electric typewriters 
and electronic word processors erase 
mistakes, memorize texts, and justify 
margins and still keep pace with even 
the fastest typists. But keyboards have 
remained the horse-and-buggy era. 
That is, until now. 

After years formal debate, 
important trade organization has voted 
adopt another keyboard, built for 
replacement for) QWERTY. The American 
National Standards Institute (ANSI), 
association all types manufacturers, 
consumers, and interested parties, voted 
November adopt new keyboard 
for typewriters, word processors, and 
computers, one that built for speed. 
decision becomes formal when 
publishes its action, which expects 
sometime April. 

“This brings keyboards into the mod- 
ern age,” says Richard Land, Harvard 
University research associate engineer- 
ing who has been one the alternative 
keyboard’s leading advocates. “It 
faster, more comfortable, and allows 
fewer errors. It’s easier learn and less 
expensive for businesses.” 

The streamlined keyboard people are 
about has decidedly non- 
streamlined name: ANSI calls the 
Alternate Keyboard for Alphanumeric 
Machines (or AS, for Alternate Stan- 
dard). Land and others usually refer 
simply the Dvorak keyboard, named 
for August Dvorak, professor educa- 
tion the University Washington, 
who introduced non-QWERTY key- 
board half century ago. Dvorak’s 
design differs from the AS, but only 


the placement three punctuation keys. 

Seated behind old wooden desk 
his cramped Harvard office, Land touts 
Dvorak’s superiority QWERTY. “With 
Dvorak, typist’s hand moves one-10th 
the distance. Three thousand words can 
typed the ‘home row’ [the middle 
row where typist’s fingers rest]. You 
can only type 100 words less 
percent your typing must done with 
the left hand. Even for lefties, QWERTY 
has and the two most-often-used 
letters, the wrong row.” 

What Land finds ironic 
Christopher Sholes did all intentional- 
ly. spread apart the most frequently 
And not only put most the burden 
for typing the left hand, saw 
that our versatile thumbs are underused 
and our weak, less supple pinkie fingers 
are responsible for shifting from lower 
upper case again and again. Slow? 
Thanks Sholes, those machines were 
awkward that touch-typing 
and typing with more than finger 
two were unheard for decades.

What will do, says 
Land, “is give credibility the Dvorak 
design. lets people know that there’s 
good alternative QWERTY that users 
and makers agree 

Dvorak devotees will continue face 
three problems. First, that convincing 
people that Dvorak indeed superior 
system. Only few comparative studies 
have been done, and one turned out 
negative toward Dvorak. (Land and 
others have argued that that test, done 
Pennsylvania State University 1956, 
was methodologically flawed.) Second, 
that convincing people it’s worth the 
cost retrain millions typists and buy 
new keyboards. Third, that tradition 
overcome: world swarming with 
QWERTY typewriters, it’s easier-to learn 
QWERTY and get job typing QWERTY. 

But those accustomed the new 
keyboard offer any indication, once 
people get some exposure the new 
machine, the battle may half won. Dr. 
Walter Gamble, pediatric cardiologist 
Children’s Hospital, has been using 
Dvorak since 1947. made himself. 
started with Smith-Corona, says. 
had read about newspaper, 
something like that, and liked the idea. 
got book, taught myself how it, 
and soldered all the keys type- 
writer, shifting them around.” 

Soon his ingenuity paid off 
unexpected way. The typewriter 
stolen once, 1952, when was 
college Princeton. was taken from 
room. Then one day got call from 
the police. They had recovered 
Grand Central Station New York. The 
thieves had tried sell it, guess, and 
See, the keys like 
QWERTY, but typed Dvorak. they 
had dump it.” adds, time 
friend borrowed and typed whole 
page before realized what was.” 

Gamble first learned type 
QWERTY. “It took only two weeks 
convert. Within two weeks was typing 
charts and manuscripts faster. always 
with few mistakes when 
switching back and forth. It’s little like 
speaking two languages. kept 
with QWERTY for using computers. 
Dvorak easier.” 

Dvorak’s most celebrated devotee was 
also one the first. Barbara Blackburn, 
Everett, Washington, switched from 
QWERTY 1938. Now she’s listed the 
Guinness Book Records the world’s 
fastest typist. 1975 she banged out 150 
words per minute for minutes, which 
adds 37,500 key strokes. She 
reached scorching 170 words per 
minute for some one-minute intervals.

Once met big money the art 
boom the ‘60s, abstraction became widely, 
uncomprehendingly, accepted format for making 
pictures. Today, takes rare intelligence produce 
abstract art that can resist conversion into the currency 
corporate personal public relations. 

have seen more dismal testament this state 
affairs than “Abstract Art New England,” the 
‘exhibition that has just closed the Danforth Museum 
Framingham. The show was organized Kenworth 
Moffett, curator the Department 20th-Century Art 
the Boston Museum Fine Arts; and its appearance 
the Danforth suggests was not welcomed his home 
institution. Moffett has complained before about the 
difficulty getting even the most credible abstract art 
past the more conservative MFA trustees. this case, 
however, just well that “Abstract Art New 
England” took place town.” 

When was new and radical mode picture- 
making, abstraction prolonged attention the art 
object. Viewers who looked pictures only discern 
subject matter responded abstract painting either 
looking longer refusing look all; thus, 
abstraction divided the curious from the lazy 
intolerant. figurative painting portrays relations 
among things well things themselves: vase rests 
table, portrait sitter wears hat. Abstract painting 
proposes relations among shapes, colors, episodes 
paint-handling that are inexplicit until some viewer 
chooses see them effective and that sense “real.” 
Whereas representational art functioned choreo- 
graphing the play the attention, abstraction 
accorded inherent value the play attention 
regardless whether resulted the understanding 
descriptive anecdotal “message.” Although the 
historical context has changed dramatically since the 
early days modernism, abstract painting and sculpture 
can still make conscious the imaginative effort 
takes see, ways that representational art cannot. 

“Abstract Art New England” offers scarcely any 
work that reflects understanding these issues. 
Instead, have abstraction become genre that is, 
set formulas that can applied and recognized 
thoughtlessly. the hands artists like Marjorie 
Minkin and Steven Brent the shaped canvas has become 
such formula (as has the assumption that 
painting must relatively large scale). These painters 
are imitating Kenneth Noland (about whom Moffett has 
written coffee-table monograph), who has also done 
his part recent years turn the shaped canvas into 
mere design variable. least Noland was one the 
first inventors paintings whose pictorial character 
justified break with the traditional rectangular format. 
recent years, his work has become too mannered and 
slight warrant imitation except those who hope 


enjoy something his celebrity and commercial 
success. 

The real work done abstract painters today 
de-formularize new conventions like the shaped 
canvas and “corporate” scale that threaten turn the 
making non-representational art into ritual sacrifice 
labor and materials, rote conjuring recognition 
and reward. the context the Danforth show, Frank 
Campion’s work stands out simply because paints 
oil rather than acrylic. His work distinguished for 
looking good close does from distance. The 
same cannot said any the other paintings here 
except Rona Her works are not dramatic, but she 
cares more about detail than her fellow artists who paint 
acrylic, and she thins the medium out that its 
pudding-like viscosity will not interfere with the delicate 
linear markings she makes. 

The remaining acrylic painters seem committed the 
most distasteful qualities their medium. Minkin, 
Brent, Roy Lerner, and others appear thinking only 
about how picture will look from feet away, 
anticipating that their works will seen across bank 
lobby the end long museum corridor; 
doing, they ignore major source pleasure and 
meaning abstract painting: the relationship between 
the long view picture and the close-up. The details 
their paintings offer result largely from the physical and 
chemical behavior acrylic paint. There much 
precedent (in the work Jackson and Morris 
Louis, for example) for letting the determine 
picture’s details. But the gloppy surfaces 
see here seem result more from thoughtlessness 
than from conscious aesthetic strategy. 

The worst offender Jill Nathanson. She pumps her 
medium full thickening gel until becomes literally 
translucent; then she heaps onto the canvas and 
throws some chunks styrofoam, producing 
picture surface unsavory discourages the close 
attention that abstract painting ought reward. 
person sense can look closely Nathanson’s pic- 
tures without thinking mucus, semen, rancid mer- 
ingue. Can painting laden with visceral associations 
considered abstract? don’t see how. Furthermore, 
whereas abstract painting should incite look more 
closely reality, her works make regret having 
looked closely them. They certainly accused 
seductiveness, but their grotesque materiality not 
mitigated any novel meaning. Nathanson’s paintings 
suggest more formula work: they push 
precedented extreme the tendency painters like Jules 
Olitski and Walter Darby Bannard thicken their 
painting with gel their works the ‘70s. 

accident that the only way justify the 
paintings (and most the sculpture) reference 
the art stars the ‘60s people like Stella, Olitski, 
Noland, Frankenthaler, and.Anthony Caro. Certainly all 
art derives from what has gone before, but Moffett has 
chosen good-sized show whose sole theme seems 
derivativeness: there more imitation than 
invention almost everything here. Anyone who 
knows Moffett’s adherence the critical views 
Clement Greenberg must suspect that has attempted 
choose successors those artists Greenberg has 
deemed the most significant postwar American (and 
British) art.

Allen Ginsberg: Walking the doggerel 


Howls and whispers 
Robert Polito 
erhaps emulation the Buddha, whose myriad 
celebrated, Allen Ginsberg chose manifest 
himself many guises during his recent annual visit 
Passim. turns was mystic striving the 
nuclear industry with “wheel syllables,” comedian 
whose raw shtick would not pass unheralded the 
borscht circuit, teacher patiently unraveling the 
etymology musician and composer 
folk, blues, and punk songs, huckster loudly 
advertising his new album, First Blues, and most recent 
book, Plutonian Ode sign those/if you buy those,” 
chanted), and, for brief stretches, lyric poet 
undeniable verve and power. Yet the end his four- 
night engagement Cambridge, seemed less 
authoritative, protean godhead than plucky, smart, 
resourceful old soldier. The shows prompted more 


questions than they settled: what linked his different 
roles beyond the animation with which took them 
on? Which ones commanded his deepest attention and 
affection and which, for all his devotion 
spontaneity and improvisation, were part now 
fully rehearsed And why was inclined draw 
upon his only sequence and not 
concurrently what kept him from summoning them 
simultaneously, fusing them ambitious, full, and 
comprehensive poem song? 

These questions arise largely because Ginsberg 
achieved this fusion very early his when 
wrote “Howl” and (1959). Randall 
Jarrell once suggested that good poet someone who 
manages lifetime standing out thunderstorms, 
struck lightning five six times; dozen two 
dozen times and great.” this standard, Ginsberg 


must hover between “good” and “great,” having been 
struck major way when composed these two long 
poems and the handful dazzling, sinewy lyrics 
produced the late ‘50s and early ‘60s. With their 
protracted, runover lines packed with novel, often 
startling images, and often tumbling out with formal 
scheme but the movements Ginsberg’s voice 
“breathes” them, with their tensed, vigorous conflation 
divergent idioms and styles (hip talk, religious diction, 


druggy, hallucinatory chatter, realistic reporting), and 


with their sympathetic probing doomed, wasted lives, 
these poems are exhilarating, controversial, and 
touching today when they first appeared. is, 
the title implies, cry rage and desire, its anguished 
strophes first catching the hipsters’ longing for trans- 
cendence. And then with relentless clarity, Ginsberg 
documents their failures, their terror and suffering, and 
the lives lost suicide, drugs, alcohol, and madness. 
the end this collective vision hipster experience, 
those who been destroyed are left isolated and 
lonely, their efforts transcend their lives but 
hopeful little bit hallucination.” 

“Kaddish,” the poem Ginsberg wrote after the 
death his mother, Naomi, has clear-eyed pathos 
and emotional nakedness that still seem unique 
American literature. this heartbreaking, and times 
terrifying, work proceeds, detailing recurrent 
breakdowns and hospitalizations, the “voices” she hears 
and the “spys” who hound her, the dissolution her 
marriage Ginsberg’s father, Louis, and the violence 
she directed toward her family, only the warmth 
the phrasing that keeps the poem from being much 
bear. “Howl” and and the early 
shorter poems Supermarket California,” 
“Sunflower Sutra,” “America,” “To Aunt Rose,” “My 
Alba,” and “My Sad one feels 
struggle, both with the issues his life and with the 
poetic line that derived from Whitman and Blake, 
sorts out and attempts make sense his 
experiences, and works make them live the page. 
Few poems have been more attentive human pain and 
misery. 

Ginsberg asked lot his early poems. Large 
aspirations, and the sense working through in- 
escapable problems his life and his writing, are for 
the most part absent from his recent books, and from 
virtually all his songs. Although unimaginable that 
could have continued thrive and create the levels 
pain that the poems the ‘50s and ‘60s take for 
granted, the ease and buoyancy that evinces the 
new work and brought the stage Passim certainly 
make him less threatening artist and, think, not 
engaging essential one. It’s not that he’s longer 
writing about difficult disquieting subjects war, 
nuclear weapons, pollution, and political repression are 
often the burner here. But the early poems probed, 
tested, and searched through their materials, restlessly 
turning them over and over; the recent work tends 
settle for easily arrived conclusions, fashion

jango Reinhardt has been dead for years, but 
his spirit lives, most vividly among European 

guitarists who share his Gypsy heritage. case 
point Bireli LaGrene, whose second American 
album, (Antilles), would raise the specter Django 
even without its three Reinhardt compositions. Like his 
model, LaGrene extracts bold tonality from the 
instrument, with plangent high notes and burnished 
lows, strikes off lines and chords with restless attack, 


the tempo never quite matched his internal 


nome, and despite this drive evinces Weltschmerz that 
might considered his birthright. 

The big question about LaGrene whether can 
transcend his idol. Producer John Simon takes some 
steps this direction, adding tenor sax, vibes, and 
drums LaGrene band constructed along the lines 
Reinhardt’s Hot Club quintet, and touch repertoire 
spice the angular modern blues But 
most the initiatives are taken LaGrene, who has 
added electric pickup his guitar and healthy dose 
post-Django notions his solos. The difference 
most apparent “Sweet Georgia Brown,” where 
cross-stitches phrases and grabs harmonic tangents 
manner that will make traditional diehards wince. 
Given these impulses, and his youth (the album title 
denotes LaGrene’s age the time the February, 1982, 
recording), should remain one the most fascinating 
new jazz voices. 

LaGrene not the only Gypsy guitarist Europe. 
their new album Trinity (SteepleChase), the Ferré 
brothers, Boulou and Elois, are joined bassist Niels- 
Henning Orsted Pedersen. Pierre Ferré, the father, was 
one Reinhardt’s early rhythm guitarists, and their 
stinging acoustic attack keeps Django the 
mind; but urbane Frenchmen, born the ‘50s and 
raised Paris, they appear equally fascinated jazz 
moderne. The mark Lennie Tristano’s school, which 
was clear their earlier duo albums, evident again 
two Lee Konitz numbers, “Ice Cream Konitz” and “Hi 
Beck,” and Boulou’s interpolation Tristano’s “317 
32nd” the close “Out Nowhere.” The stylistic 
mix produces performances like “There Will Never 
Another You,” which decorative introductory fan- 
tasy yields boppish solos with out disjunction. 

move from LaGrene and the Ferrés American 
guitarist Doug Raney not escape the question 
influence, for Doug’s father Jimmy was one the 


reigning stylists the ‘50s. The Raneys 
worked together for time (and recorded nice pair 
albums 1979), but Doug then relocated Copen- 
hagen, and has struck some productive relationships 
his own. His work with trumpeter Chet Baker and the 
ubiquitous Orsted Pedersen trio produced the 
most fluid and intimate playing from the former West 
Coast legend years, their SteepleChase albums 
attest (the most recent This Always; ignore 
anemic singing, though). The Danish label has also been 
recording Raney leader, and the new Close 
Eyes has him fronting quintet for four extended jams. 

the latter album Raney long-lined and assured 
without showboating; allows himself stop and 
think during solos, but never sounds constricted. His 
father remains primary source, though there are 
suggestions later, more emphatic stylists well. 
(Raney once admitted listening saxophonists for 
inspiration; did Grant Green, which may explain the 
occasional reminders Green these performances.) 
Close Eyes also benefits from strong supporting 
voices tenor saxophonist Bernt Rosengren and pianist 
Horace Parlan, two players who have worked well with 
Raney the past. What the album lacks the sort 
character that might transcend the individual voices and 
might make this more than just another blowing session. 
Raney plays well, but unlike the other guitarists 
mentioned here reluctant impose his personality 
beyond the extent his solo choruses. 

Three other young players are more forthcoming 
their debuts leaders. Kevin Eubanks was enrolled 
Berklee for time, and the shift allegiance from rock 
jazz underwent there not uncommon among the 
school’s undergraduates. claims have passed 
through fusion phase, though few traces remain 
Guitarist (Elektra/Musician), album that anything 
offers too many straight-ahead allusions.

C&W accents Big Downing’s 
bread Row” must have known was only 
matter time before started specializing 
country songs. Downing versatile singer with 
career dating back 1956; he’s handled rock and 
roll, soul, blues, and even disco tune. Although 
long talked about going country his husky 
voice and mournful delivery were ideal for honky- 
tonk heartbreak didn’t make the 
plunge until recently. Unlike ex-farmer Charlie 
Pride and one-time Okie Stoney Edwards, whose 
backgrounds had steeped them rural singing 
that traditionally blurred eschewed “black” 
nuances, Downing has simply woven his rich, taut 
yes, soulful wails into tapestry steel 
guitars, fiddles, and saloon blues. But the most 
closed-minded purist will have hard time 
knocking the first-rate country spirit the new 
Big Downing (curiously, this his first LP). 
Downing can match any Nashville’s standards, 
and arbitrary music categories 
ingrained nowadays, this album would fit the 
formats country, pop, black, and even yes, 
Virginia urban-contemporary stations. 

Downing moves from crying songs filled with 
romantic dilemmas, and love triangles like “We 
Can Only Say Goodbye” and “Does Know 
About Me,” celebrations and comic pieces like 
“Beer Drinkin’ People” and “Darlene.” “We 
Can Only Say Goodbye,” Downing starts out 
emphasizing the drama and tension infidelity 
and later accepts the anxious consequences 
breaking up. sings with gentle, self-effacing 
assurance, wholly ease relating stories that are 
laced with pain, disappointment, and indecision. 
Downing can tell story with potent combina- 
tion exaggerated imagery and suspenseful 
dialogue: artfully prods and lulls plot 
until you’re hooked into the protagonist’s prob- 
lem. Downing luxuriates the precise, sym- 
pathetic backup superlative group country 
veterans, including fiddler Buddy Spicher, har- 
monica master Charlie McCoy, and piano player 
Pig Robbins. Producers Tony Bonglovi, Lance 
Quinn, and Harold Wheeler underplay the strings 
and background female chorus, keeping the songs 
from becoming countrypolitan confections. 
slurring notes, stringy phrasing, and 
thick twang and dialect reflect both the effortless 
exuberance and the calm restraint singer 
who’s done Motown medleys and also toured 
with Cajun fiddler Doug Kershaw. 

The two strongest tracks Big Downing are 
the least politely liberal C&W songs. “Mr. Jones” 
details the edgy friendship black sharecropper 
and white youth; the song refuses gloss over 
the implied injustices meted out the share- 
cropper and the naive romanticized 
view this black laborer. Drinkin’ 
could Downing’s “Okie from Muskogee”; the 
tune depicts the country audience decent, hard- 
working people quick defend their nation, 
their morals, their music, and their social manners. 
Downing inject the Biblical sternness that 
Merle Haggard provided for but does 
sing about welfare cheaters uncomplimen- 
tary tone, and it’s clear from his fervent delivery 
that he’s happy hang out with the law-abiding 
crowd defines. He’s comfortable and satisfied 
this field, and those who acknowledge 
accept his affinity for C&W merely continue the 
stereotyping that bolsters the racial barriers sur- 
rounding country’s canon. (Downing’s “Corn- 
bread Row” and other his early Nashville 
singles are available Music City Soul, im- 
port anthology Charly).

hese two frisky hit records, both written 
and produced the team 
guitarist/singer Mic Murphy and synth- 
programmer David Frank, arc between the 
straight-and-narrow DOR pop and the free-for- 
all electronicism the black charts (it’s worth 
noting that the System themselves are 
Murphy and Frank break sharply with push- 
button electropoppers who play conventionally 
structured songs synthesizer, cannily nailing 
the metronomic beat and over. After all, “Don’t 
You Want Me” and “Tainted differ from the 
hit parade 1962 only their overlaid textures. 
But they also break with the assorted space 
cowboys black indie labels like Tommy Boy, 
for whom getting Casio meant moving even 
further away from verse/chorus/verse than the 
loose structures funk permitted.

tosses boasts between boys and girls, juggling 
them with teasing, play-rough exhortations 
you, loosen up/Hey, you, listen up”). What keeps 
you riveted, much the song’s concise 
rhythms, the shuffling choreography between 
each crew’s little raps and prances. That and the 
boast Murphy and the (overdubbed?) boys that 
gonna make bad girls melt/Like 
hot ice cream.” The sleekest songs Sweat 
compress all these bursts call-and-response 
yells and synth jabs. The absence 
glides has forced Murphy and Frank build 
from clipped phrases, give their songs the airy 
swiftness Latin huevo.

Much the album’s sizzle comes from Frank’s 
recognition the tonal variety his synthesized 
rhythms. His settings for the erotic aerobics the 
title track sing and twitter while they dance. Frank 
balances ubiquitous football shouts 
with dainty foot-taps and answers his longing 
brays with vocoded asides. With Murphy’s vocals 
and guitar wriggling seductively nonstop, side one 
provides expansive electropop that’s candidly 
sexy and structurally elegant without any schlock 
futurism cyborg cool. measure the 
delicacy the System’s compromise, side two 
starts with the cheery pompon shaking “Stand 
and Cheer” and decays from Let Go” 
(melodicism unredeemed rhythm) “Go for 
What Know” (chant unredeemed melody) 
the lax stretches Sweat spring from tough, 
invigorating ensemble attitudes. Mobile, self- 
contained units like the System, the Jonzun Crew, 
and Soul Sonic Force pack the rhythmic density 
bands several times their size. You can draw the 
appropriate analogy with the small combos 
early R&B punk, but these new tiny configura- 
tions electrofunk upstarts, openly embracing 
liberating technology, represent something 
once more pragmatic and just utopian.

pple-wood Books, out Cam- 
bridge, one our exemplary 

independent presses. Along with 
North Point Press San Francisco, 
Graywolf out Port Townsend, Wash- 
ington, and good handful others 
(including Penmaen and Godine locally), 
Apple-wood has kept publishing lively 
the age brontosaurs and 
blockbusters. For nearly years now 
this press has brought out intriguing 
variety novels, short stories, poetry, 
and non-fiction. Its foremost writer 
fiction probably Alan Cheuse, author 
Candace and Other Stories and his 
novel. The Bohemians. Moreover, Cheuse 
has become nationally known re- 
viewer, working regularly for the New 
York Times and for National Public 
Radio. But Apple-wood was picking 
special talents before came along. 
1977 published novella Julia 
Marcus, that time unheard but since 
acclaimed for her two novels from 
Houghton-Mifflin, Uncle and American 
Rose. Apple-wood always features one 
two books poetry its short yearly 
list new titles, concentrating 
overlooked Boston figures like William 
Corbett and Miriam Levine. More impor- 
tant, the press keeps all these books 
print, time when even well- 
received novel collection poetry 
may shredded and pulped less than 
year after publication. 

But Apple-wood’s greatest recent suc- 
cesses are non-fiction. Cocktails 
Richard Elman’s eyewitness 
journal the Nicaraguan revolution, has 
spent the winter reaping almost univer- 
sal praise. Meantime the press has scored 
with another, very different sort non- 
fiction, its Brand-X parody 
anthologies. Bumptious and often win- 
ningly obscene, yet rife with high-toned 
literary by-play well, these two 
sendups undergraduate survey-course 
textbooks speak well for Apple-wood’s 
independent spirit. the same time, 
they demonstrate what scenic, though 
unlikely, routes such publishing houses 
can take. 

The Brand-X Anthology Poetry (356 
pages, $11.95, paper) appeared year 
ago; Fiction (341 pages, $11.95, paper) 
new this spring. Both are edited

ocialists, apt think today, 
produce anything. They talk; 


they write; when aroused, they 
may march the street. But the task 
providing consumer goods the un- 
disputed prerogative the marshals 
capital. William Morris, the late-19th- 
English author, artist, and de- 
signer, took small, doomed, yet in- 
dustriously imaginative stand against the 
logic this division labor. him, 
working-class politics and the domestic 
arts looked like natural partners. Draw- 
ing John Ruskin’s accounts Gothic- 
era artisans contentedly plying their 
skills, Morris tried revive the medieval 
crafts tapestry weaving, natural dye- 
ing, hand carpetmaking, and embroider- 
ing his company’s workshps. 

But the Victorian economy played 
cruel trick Morris. His products were 
beautiful, far more appealing than the 
mass-produced textiles that contributed 
the British Empire’s prosperity. They 
were also too expensive, 
and large, for all but the richest custom- 
ers afford. And William Morris, 
socialist, became William Morris, interior 
decorator for the wealthy: the 1890s 
fashionable English townhouse 
country home was complete without 
least one Morris carpet curtain 
badge taste.

Blake’s parody Alexander Pope, 
Compliment the Ladies,” seems 
much pure Blake “Rape the 
gone bad: “Wondrous the gods, more 
wondrous are the men,/More wondrous, 
wondrous still the cock and hen....” 
Lewis Carroll’s “Father William,” 
good that most anthologies reprint 
under name, here appears 
parody Robert Southey. There’s 
similar bibliophilic pleasure seeing 
successive versions “To His Coy 
Mistress” the style Hugh Mac- 
diarmid, Stevie Smith, John Betjeman, 
and Auden. 

There are more raucous amusements 
had, too, especially once one gets 
the Americans. E.B. White jabs Great 
Books with devastating ef- 
fect, the hoary populist tones Walt 
Whitman. Kenneth Koch lovingly scalps 
William Carlos Williams: “Last evening 
went dancing, and broke your 
leg./Forgive me. was clumsy, and/I 
wanted you here the wards, where 
Cranston,” Craig Weeden makes pep- 
peroni Allen Ginsberg. 

Fiction writers have always been more 
inclined toward this sort viciousness. 
Their art more visceral, its rough spots

work whatever Morris-style tasks 
seemed appealing. free-market 
economist could shred before break- 
fast, but for all the flaws its reasoning, 
the book helps fill the design which 
Morris Co. was only swatch.

Editor Zaranka’s own inserts 
(“The Twentieth Century: Sado-Marxism 
through The Sump Also after 
laughs less desperately than the poetry 
book. still piles puns and referen- 
ces till the reading drags. But for Fiction 
limits himself more often one joke 
per sentence, the best coming when 
mixes some 
cliché with loony spot profanity: 
“The application this sort scientific 
imperialism literature called Natu- 
ralism, glum vision humanity 
the mercy feces beyond its control.” 

Yet the hilarity’s not confined dirty- 
mouthed newcomers. The earliest work 
here Henry “Shamela,” 
which the author Tom Jones goes after 
Samuel Richardson’s morally pure and 
creakily epistolary Pamela; it’s like send- 
ing the Topkapi squad steal candy 
from baby. Bret Harte, Frank Norris, 
and course Max Beerbohm prove 
themselves similarly lovable molesters. 
our century, Robert Benchley reaches 
into the crib where Pearl Buck lies 
complacent and burbling; once again, 
within single paragraph, rooting 


for the robber. 

Not every choice gets that viciousness 
flowing. Kenneth McMurtry does Ray- 
mond Carver perfectly, down the corn 
curls his characters munch along with 
their beer, but it’s not funny. It’s such 
perfect Carver, fact, it’s sad. John 
Howland Spyker’s Jorge Luis Borges 
suffers from the opposite problem: 
cracks reasonably wise (though his ob- 
sophomoric: “The Don the 
Indented but doesn’t sound all 
like Borges. That Borges piece also raises 
another New Yorker staffer, did far 
better takeoff the Atlantic few years 
back; how did Spyker’s beat his out? 
Likewise Stephen Leacook’s Conan 
Doyle less energetic, less true type, 
than the Schlock Holmes stories 
Robert Fish. Donald Barthelme tripped 
Carlos Castaneda with far swifter 
kick than Mark Worden, featured 
here. Woody Allen’s “Mr. Big,” 
undeniably scrumptious piece that takes 
hardboiled detective search God, 
lifts its closing scene directly from 
Mickey Spillane’s the Jury; yet it’s listed 
Raymond Chandler parody. The 
piece Zaranka should have had there, 
surely, was S.J. Perelman’s 
Lovely Appetizer.” Also, whereas non- 
English writers come for their lumps, 
Franz Kafka never appears, though 
number fine possibilities exist (includ- 
ing .another Allen, the Diaries). 
Finally, there are those pieces here that 
are short they simply don’t any- 
thing. one-paragraph offering 
guest rooms Poe’s House Usher 
(“Unique cellar”) fetches grin, but 
good dozen the quickies leave the 
reader way short climax. Sadly, many 
the more recent subjects J.D. Sal- 
inger, Norman Mailer, Donald Barthel- 
elicit the worst efforts. The half- 
pager Flannery O’Connor, fact, may 
the one piece that insults its subject, 
proving itself insensitive anything 
about the writer’s style obsessions. 

missing from the parodies 
these later authors the firming-up 
caused cultural assimilation 
nowadays respond more quickly 
the rhythms deodorant commercial 
than those Donald Barthelme. 
done badly Brand-X because most 
people yet got agreed-upon 
sense the author. Hemingway 
done best, conversely, it’s because he’s 
best known. And that, the end, 
where Apple-wood Books comes in. 
bringing out these unusual, highly 
joyable refractions our literature, 
independent press helps provide that 
fuller perspective the culture needed 
bring more that literature into our 
understanding. one laughs the 
unknown. But how does anything 
new land, new writer become 
known without little independence?

Her 
performance the Strand was only her 
second Boston appearance but that 
was enough ensure being greeted like 
family (“Nice haircut, Ferron,” like 
your shoes”). She came talking and 
had the hall relaxed and ready serve 
impromptu rhythm section before 
even begun sing and Middle 
Eastern rhythm section that, with 
jingling car keys substituting for tam- 
bourines and ankle bells. But 
the revelation was how well woman 
not much taller than five feet filled the 
stage and hall.

She’s not innovator, she 
simply observes those conventions better 
than anyone has before. “Our Purpose 
Here” the ten-thousandth song writ- 
ten about the heartbreak musicians 
the road she supplies what seems its 
bright image and matter-of-factness 
the final word: “We knew 
have everything/And time proves 
got flat-top six dressed steel 
strings/And don’t have you.” Like 
Ferron’s voice, “Our Purpose Here” 
(probably her most satisfying and com- 
plicated love/work song) full 
smooth surfaces and deep cracks 
when she sings “As love unfolds 
find it’s often crude,” you suspect that 
she must have once made the same 
discovery about her voice. Some its 
harshness and unexpected croaks are 
deliberate, part the textures latter-day 
folk musicians tend use the way rock- 
and-rollers use fuzztone.

hard not suspect that this’ 


dominating voice and absorbing stage 
presence have put Ferron odds with 
the show-biz phobia and egalitarian 
impulses the women’s music move- 
ment. women (vulnerable their 
own nurturing instincts), performer 
lot like child covetous attention, 
dependent upon emotional 
support, giving performances but not 
necessarily herself. Traces these press- 
ures were evident Ferron’s set (one 
two too many sing-alongs, for example), 
but general was free in-jokes and 
cosy group-congratulation.
